From the earliest moments of childhood my parents have ex- 
sed me to reality and taught me to accept every person as equal. 
y mother, I feel, has been a driving force in exposing me to the 
riety of people that make up this country. Since I was a toddler 
ly mother has always taken me into Boston on a whim. Although 
jer intention was to go shopping or visit a museum, I have found 
hat watching the incredible variety of people that she has taught 
i to accept rather than judge has given me an understanding 
ind knowledge of the variety of peoples that exist. As I have 
rown older and become more independent | interact with a larger 
pectrum of people than most of my friends do. For example, in 
he summer between my sophomore and junior years I went to a 
ligh school enrichment program at the Boston Architectural Cen- 


ter for those interested in architecture. I was comfortable with 
walking down the streets and making friends of many different 
races and cultures. Since then when I have gone with people from 
Millis into Boston they are not always comfortable being with 
different races or walking down the streets because of city vio- 
lence. Even my friends’ parents are very reluctant to let their 
children go into the city alone because of how dangerous they 
think Boston is, but my parents realize that I have the skills to 
safely exist in the world alone because of my rearing. 


From my background I have been able to increase my concern 
for human beings as a whole rather than specific groups. My 
parents have given me the capabilities and tools to relate to all 
people on a personal level. By viewing each person as equal instead 
of as a certain race or culture | am more able to interact with 
people. I find that the more places I visit the more people and 
different cultures I encounter to learn about and accept. My in- 
terest in humanity has expanded as I have become interested in 
helping those with HIV and AIDS. I feel that the skills and 
knowledge I need to help me into the future are to show others 
how much alike we really are and dedicate myself to learning 
more about people so that I may make strong and lasting friend- 
ships. My personality and background have given me a solid foun- 
dation upon which I have built up an understanding of others. I 
am ready to experience a new century of cultural and racial di- 
versity and motivate others of people and opinions filling the world. 


As you can see I have a considerable preparation from any 
upbringing of humanity and a concern for the good of all mankind.
